put through so controversial a measure as the anti-subver- 
sive act recently adopted over the president's veto. 


Mr. Truman devoted 5000 words to telling the lawmak- 


ers why he believed it was bad. Many critics labeled it a 
patchwork of repressive features dangerous to democratic 
freedoms. 


But congress was in a highly troubled mood and wouldn't 


be denied. The house didn't even bother to read Mr. Tru- 
man's message before overriding his veto. The senate did 
debate 2-= hours, but then followed suit. Some observers 
said congress would have voted for almost any sort of Red- 
control bill. 


Everyone is agreed, however, that some phases of the 


legislation are sound. Clauses aimed at tightening espionage 
and sabotage laws, extending the statute of limitations from 
three to ten years on spying, authorizing internment of dan- 
gerous Reds in wartime, all are valuable and necessary. 


On the other hand, the registration provision is of higb.lv 


questionable worth. It compels all Reds and Communist 
front organizations to register with the government. But 
if the Communists defy it or take advantage of its elaborate 
appeals machinery, this system could produce a welter of 
litigation and tie up the FBI in endless" chasing harmful to 
its other responsibilities. 


Some critics say the lawmakers didn't even read the anti- 


Red bill. Maybe not, but the fact is the registration clause, 
at least, is old stuff. It was a prime element in the Mundt- 
Nixon bill passed by the house two years ago. and the idea 
has been kicking around all that time. 


Mr. Truman himself must bear a lot of blame for this 
result. He knew the mood of congress long before the criti- 
cal voting stage was reached. He didn't work hard enough 
to make out a convincing case—earlier—against the unwork- 
ability and possible dangers of the well-advertised registra- 
tion plan. 


Moreover, his own proposals, while useful in dealing with 


the espionage and sabotage problem, were limited. He of- 
fered no really constructive thinking on the great unsolved 
dilemma: how to curb a group which tries to use the devices 
of democracy to overturn democracy. 


The delicate aspect of this problem is that when you 


check the undermining activities of Communists, vou fun 
the risk of interfering with the legitimate doings" of free 
people. Opponents of the registration plan say" it almost 
surely will lead to abuses on this score, since it inav not al- 
ways be easy to decide whether an organization is'reaUv a 
Communist front. 


But the point is: the new law is an effort to deal with 


the problem. Mr. Truman made none: he simplv tried to 
minimize it by focussing on sabotage and spying. So he 
can't escape responsibility for thp law he vetoed. 


Maybe there's no way out of our dilemma. Perhaps we 


shall just have to brave it through, hoping our institutions 
have the basic strength to withstand any "inroads the Reds 
can make. 


But if that's the case, we at least should have the satis- 


faction of knowing our most accomplished thinkers and 
statesmen believe that. The president ought to put a group 
of them to work on the problem: no question is more vital 
to our time. 


If they conclude curbs on irleds inevitable- will hurt free- 


dom, then Mr. Truman can report their views to the countrv. 
Ke will have done something positive. And the next time, 
he gets a chance to veto legislation of this tvpe, he might 
be listened to.

Requires the votes of a majority of all electors voting at the election or of two-thirds of thos» 
voting- on the proposition, ivhichei-er is less. 
Future amendments would be submitted either on a separate baiiot or in a separate column on 
the ballot. 


For this proposed amendment to be adopted it must receive a majority of all votes cast at the general 
tion, November 7. 1950. Failure to vote on the proposition has the same effect as voting against it»
